80 Per Cent Weather 


The management of Churchill Downs 
has made a tradition of allowing reporters 
to estimate attendance as best they can, 
and reporters have made a tradition of 
crossing their fingers and estimating Ken- 
tucky Derby crowds at 100,000, mainly 
because it is a big, round, beautiful num- 
ber. This year Daily Racing Form, taking 
polite cognizance of the wintry breezes that 
swept the big stands on Derby day, drop- 
ped its estimate to 95,000—a sort of laugh- 
ing hyperbole to suit the carnival atmos- 
phere of the big occasion. 


Bill Surface, substituting for Jerry Me- 
Nerney as Turf editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, went to Stanley Hugen- 
berg, executive vice president of the track, 
after the Churchill Downs meeting closed 
on May 18, and came back, not with act- 
ual data on attendance, but with an inter- 
esting quote: 


“The mutuel play is off exactly 7 per 
cent. And the attendance is down a good 
8 per cent from last year. What’s really 
going to hurt the over-all figures is Derby 
day. The crowd was off almost eight 
thousand and the mutuel handle that day 
fell $559,982 below last year. I'd have to 
say the weather was 80 per cent the 
cause of our trouble and economic condi- 
tions the other 20 per cent.” 


Total mutuel turnover for the Downs 
meeting was $16,517,142, as compared 
with $17,834,101 last spring. 


American Race Horses, 1956 


The office of the American: Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association in Lexington 
has received a proof of the jacket for 
American Race Horses, 1956. The wrap- 
per is awaiting the 21st volume of an in- 
valuable reference series, established in 
1936 under the sponsorship of Alfred Van- 
derbilt and continued under his paternal 
direction for 20 years. The new volume, 
first to be sponsored by the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, will 
be published in June by the Countryman 
Press, Woodstock, Vt., in association with 
A. S. Barnes and Company, New York. 
Publication is later than usual because 
of problems involved in changing size, 
format, and content. 


The book, as usual, carries full-length 
stories of the most prominent horses in 
each age division. What is not usual is 
the fact that it also reports on about 
150 other horses which ranked near the 
leaders in the various divisions, and in- 
cludes the Experimental and Blood-Horse 


handicaps ranking the best runners of the 
year. 

Still more unusual is the retail price. 
The 1936 volume of American Race Horses 
was published at $10 (and now is priced 
at $50). Later the price rose to $25 a 
copy—a figure which limited distribution 
to 500 copies a year or thereabouts. The 
ATBA, in order to make the series more 
generally available to racing fans who 
would rather have $25 than a book, in- 
sisted that the 1956 volume should have a 
popular edition at $5 a copy in addition 
to the de luxe edition at $25. The differ- 
ence between the 2 editions will be in the 
binding, but the binding of the $5 book 
will be similar to that of its $25 pre- 
decessors. 

In making up the jacket the publishers: 
followed the title pages of the last 4 pre-- 
vious volumes and gave Joe Estes as the: 
author. (The earlier volumes were the 
work of John L. Hervey and Joe H. Pal- 
mer, each of whom carried the series for 
8 years.) Actually, except for 10 leading 
horses in each age division and a few 
others, the stories were done by Warren 
Schweder, Dan M. Bowmar III, and Art 
Baumohl, of the staff of The Blood-Horse, 
with the invaluable assistance of Audrey 
Looney. (For the production of future 
volumes it may be necessary to assemble 
a staff of writers in various sections of the 
country. )

Emphasis on Grass 


For its 32-day meeting, opening May 29, 
Delaware Park intends to have a race 
each day over its turf course. None of 
these events will be at less than a mile. 

One of Delaware’s stakes, the 1,4-mile 
Brandywine Handicap, has been made a 
grass race and renamed the Brandywine 
Turf Handicap. The 1,';-mile Sussex Turf 
Handicap has been stretched to 1,4; miles. 

Said general manager Bryan Field: “We 
at Delaware Park have always considered 
distance racing the true test of both horse 
and trainer, and the kind most desired by 
the public. We also seek to attract grass 
racers for a type of competition which has 
become increasingly popular in America, 
and which adds variety to race programs. 

Delaware now has facilities for 4 types 
of racing—flat racing on dirt and grass, 
steeplechases, and hurdles—each with a 
separate course.

Bold Ruler's Preakness 


BaLtimorE. Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons 
arrived at Pimlico by automobile from 
New York on Wednesday evening, May 15, 
paused to look in on Bold Ruler, then 
checked into his hotel. Early the next 
morning at Barn J he held court, sur- 
rounded by assorted newspapermen. TV 
technicians. and well-wishers. 

By 10 a. m. he had made 2 TV appear- 
ances on the coast-to-coast “Today” show, 
had made a tape-recording for a sports 
show. had supplied a dozen reporters with 
a week’s copy. and had graciously ful- 
filled all requests for autographs. 

About 10:15 Maryland steward Joseph 
F. Flanagan. in keeping with a custom 
that had its origin back in 1911, stopped 
by to chat with the kindly old gentleman, 
who seemed not at all perturbed by his 
demanding schedule. They matched notes 
on horses of today and yesterday. but 
mostly the ialk was of Bold Ruler and 
his imminent Preakness engagement.

“I’ve never measured the stride of any 
of my horses,” Mr. Fitz said, “but I think 
Bold Ruler is the longest-striding runner 
I’ve ever had. 

“Snag.” the old gentleman called out 
to Bold Ruler’s groom, “bring that horse 
out here so Mr. Flanagan can look at him. 
He knows a good horse when he sees one.” 

Bold Ruler already had been out of his 
stall twice to appear on TY. and _ his 
groom, Robert (Snag) Bittrolff, was band- 
aging his hind legs. Flanagan asked Mr. 
Fitz not to disturb the colt again, but 
the Old Man paid him no heed. Snag un- 
wound the bandages. 

“Bring him out, Snag, and stand him 
here in the good light where Mr. Flanagan 
can see him good.” 

Flanagan inspected Bold Ruler closely, 
chinned him at a “strong 16:2,” and in 
disbelief chinned him the second time. He 


described Bold Ruler like this: 

“He’s a type any horseman would like 
very much to have. He has a_ beautiful 
forehand, very good pastern. well shaped 
fore leg. and a nice. straight hind leg

with a good, wide, strong gaskin. . . . 
Very fine depth through the heart, but a 
little plain through the head. I think this 
(plain head) may be responsible for some 
people considering him a rather plain 
horse in appearance.” 


A. B. Hancock Jr., master of Claiborne 
Farm. where the colt was raised, recalled 
the colt’s early days: “Bold Ruler was a 
very skinny foal with a large hernia, as 
had Nashua, and we had the devil’s own 
time trying to get him to look good. He 
had a tendency to walk his stall, and I 
must say that I was never really pleased 
with his condition the whole time I had 
him. However, he had a good disposition 
in many ways, and never missed an oat.” 


Friday morning Mr. Fitz entertained an 
even larger throng of reporters as he and 
Jimmy Jones engaged in repartee, their 
quips mostly concerning their TV appear- 
ances the day before. In parting. Jones 
wished the other luck with Wheatley 
Stzble’s Gray Phantom in the Mr. Fitz 
Hendicap that afternoon.

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Bold Ruler, on the inside, and Federal Hill ran together through the first turn at Pimlico (left photo), with Iron Liege 
third. Mid-way in the backstretch Federal Hill began to labor and dropped out of contention. 


Going into the stretch 


(center photo) Bold Ruler, under a mild restraint from his jockey and strategist, Eddie Arcaro, was about 2 lengths ahead of 


today. Mr. Fitz—but tomorrow you're on 
your own.” he said. 

At nooa Mr. Fitz was the honored guest 
at a luncheon in the president’s room of 
Pimlico’s old club house. Later he saw 
Gray Phantom run second, and presented 
the trophy to Harry Lunger, owner of 
Christiana Stable and Ricci Tavi. 

That evening Mr. Fitz, his bright eyes 
still dancing like a child’s on Christmas 
morning. stayed up late to attend a press 
party and to have a word or two with no 
less than 50 racing writers. One news- 
man inquired as to his post-Preakness 
plans. 

“Win or lose. theyll be the same,” he 
replied. “Ill want to see that my horse 
comes out of his race okay; that’s the im- 
portant thing. Then I'll be wanting to get 
home. But whatever happens Ill have a 
good night’s sleep—always do. And if he 
wins . . . I might even have a little of 
that wine (champagne) the track sends to 
the barn.” 

“What do you think Bold Ruler’s 
chances are, Mr. Fitz?” 

“Well, I don't rightly know for sure, 
but I look for him to run a lot better than 
he did in the Derby. I was satisfied with 
his race in the Preakness Prep. The 
blinkers? They helped. He didn’t go out 
none on the turns. Eddie will let him run 
pretty much his own race this time. We 
tried to rate him in the Derby, and that’s 
what hurt us.” 

Jimmy Jones supplied the following on 
Derby winner Iron Liege’s condition: 

“He seems to be training kindly. I was 
very pleased with his work (mile in 
1:3745) the other day. He certainly looks 
grand. and he came out of the Derby in 
great shape. I’ve got no excuses at the 
moment. 

“He’s the type of horse that should run 


good in the Preakness. I think he'll like 
the track. Usually it’s a horse with some 
speed that handles this track a little 
better than others. Last winter Gen. Duke 
seemed to be able to beat Iron Liege, but 
since then Iron Liege has kept improving. 
and in this particular race and on the soil 
they have here I don’t know if I’d turn my 
hand over for the difference in the 2.” 

The horse to beat? 

“Well, they say there’s going to be 7 
horses in there, and I’m scared of every 
one of them. Bold Ruler—I’m_ always 
scared of him. I’m convinced he didn’t run 
his best race in the Derby. Federal Hill 
is a tough, hard campaigner and he has 
speed which is almost a necessity in this 
particular race. His speed makes him some 
sort of a danger.” 

Gen. Duke’s present condition? 

“Well, we’re trying to find out what 
the injury actually consists of. We’re sat- 
isfied at the moment that it’s a bruise. 
However. I had the shoe taken off this 
morning (May 16). and we’re going to 
take some more X-rays. We should have 
an idea then whether there’s a break in 
there or not. I’m hopefully convinced that 
he doesn’t have a break. The fact that he 
pulled up lame in that work the other day 
and since has walked out of it and is 
waiking fairly good again makes me be- 
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lieve that it’s just a bad bruise that we 
keep irritating by training. Possibly it'll 
have to be doctored by a long rest.” 


To Suit Himself 


The absence of Gen. Duke in the Preak- 
ness was keenly felt by Calumet. Arcaro 
let Bold Ruler have pretty much his own 
way this time. and at no point after Fed- 
eral Hill was done away with mid-way in 
the backstretch was the *Nasrullah colt 
in danger of being caught. 

In the Kentucky Derby Arcaro had 
kept a snug hold on Bold Ruler in the 
early stages. and the colt had showed his 
displeasure by drifting out on the first 
turn and refusing to run when Arcaro 
gave him the signal. This time the rider 
relaxed a bit. Bold Ruler sprinted to 
a narrow lead over Federal Hill. opened 
up nearly 2 lengths on the backstretch. 
and when Iron Liege came at him on the 
stretch turn steadily pulled away again. 

The Derby winner had had a good shot 
at the leader. but at the finish he was 2 
lengths back and lucky to have a neck in 
front of the fast-closing Inside Tract. 
whose past performances and 3. iodine- 
painted ankles had raised his starting 
odds to nearly 54 to 1. 

Raymond De Brino and Joseph Mar- 
tino, both New Yorkers. had owned only 
one other horse before Inside Tract. which 
they bought this winter in Florida for 
$13.500. As recently as March 16 at 
Gulfstream Park he had won a $12,500 
claiming race. 

“Gee, only a neck off the Kentucky 
Derby winner at even weights.” De Brino 
said after the Preakness. “How about 
that!” 

After Bold Ruler’s victory in the Preak- 
ness Prep 5 days earlier, Arcaro said: “I 
wasn’t impressed at all by his effort. The 
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Iron Liege, and in order behind them were Promised Land, Inside Tract, and Inswept. 
and at the finish (right photo) he was only a neck behind Iron Liege, center. 


blinkers didn’t seem to help. (Stable fore- 
man Bart Sweeney, who saddled the colt. 
thought otherwise.) I rode him with a 
loose rein, giving him his head and that 
seemed to help. He didn’t respond when 
[hit him right-handed at the quarter-pole. 
Then. when [I hit him left-handed he 
swerved. All in all, I didn’t think very 
much of his race... Those *Nasrullahs 
will be the death of me yet.” 

After the Preakness. run in 
third-fastest time for the race, Arcaro was 
in a more benevolent frame of mind: 

“He ran his own race. I can see now 
that I got him beat in the Derby, and I 
accept the blame. He knows more about 
running than I do. Just let him run his 
race and he'll get the job done. I think 
I rode Bold Ruler very badly in the 
Derby. The Shoemaker incident took a 
lot of pressure off me. It was gratifying 
to win this one for that reason.” 

Said Bill Hartack: “I had a clean shot 
al him all the way. No excuses. Unless 
Arcaro’s horse collapsed completely there 
was no chance of Iron Liege catching 
him from the %gths-pole home. His horse 
was running much easier than mine. My 
horse did not run as freely today as he 
did in the Kentucky Derby.” 

Mr. Fitz, when asked if he had a clear 
view of the race: “Well. I saw the part 
that counted. I saw his number go up 
on the red board.” 

Mr. Fitz made a hurried visit to his 
barn, sipped some wine, and drove off to 
New York. He was tired, wanted to get 
home to a good night’s sleep. 

Bart Sweeney, minus any outward 
manifestation of exultation, exhibited 
Bold Ruler’s blinkers. The slots in the 
cups had been widened so that the colt 
could see a horse approaching him. 
(Three years ago Hasty Road won the 
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Preakness after jockey Johnny Adams 
had recommended the procedure 
with the Roman colt’s blinkers.) 

Talk got around to Bold Ruler’s aver- 
sion to being rated, and Snag halted the 
colt’s tour of the shed long enough to pull 
out his tongue and point out a deep, 11%- 
inch sear. 

“He almost cut off his tongue as a 
yearling. Don’t know for sure how it 
happened. but we think he did it on the 
tie-chain in his stall. His mouth’s: still 
tender; that’s why he don’t like nobody 
taking a hold of him. We've been using 
a rubber bit on him all this year and it’s 
helped, too.” 

Mr. Fitz had taken the added precaution 
of tying down one end of the bit with a 
piece of bandage so that it wouldn’t rub 
against the cheek. (See photograph on 
page 1157.) 


Touchy Tendon 


A few feet distant, Wendell Griffin was 
applying Jen-Sal poultice packs to Iron 
Liege’s hind legs. Jimmy Jones wasn’t 
around. 

“Your horse come back all right?” Grif- 
fin was asked. 

“He’s okay. This is just a precaution- 
ary thing. He strained a leader in Florida 
and we like to keep a close watch on him.” 

Half-way down Barn J. Bill Lussky, 
Milton and Stanley Rieser, and Bill Car- 
stens squatted on their haunches. studying 
Federal Hill’s fore legs. 

The elder Reiser ran his hand down the 
colt’s left fore leg. There was an inch- 
long bulge mid-way down the tendon. 


“He took a couple of bad steps out 
there. and there’s heat in both legs. Early 
in the race I could see this horse wasn’t 
He was in the deep 


running best. 


Inside Tract continued to gain, 
Bold Ruler won by about 2 lengths in 
1:56, 136 seconds slower than Nashua’s track record. It was the third-fastest Preakness in the history of the event. 


going. well out from the rail. and the track 
was cupping out from under him.” 

Rieser added that he had been keeping 
close watch on Federal Hill’s tendons for 
some time. 

“We'll let up on him and see what time 
brings. Dr. Copeland will look him over 
good in Chicago.” 

The white of Federal Hill's ankles still 
bore the firing marks of last year. Asked 
if the colt normally walked wide in front, 
Rieser replied in the affirmative. “He 
toes in when he gallops, too, and sorta 
paddles. but his action smooths out when 
he hits his racing stride.”

the licensing of Wexler “in any capacity 
in racing,” plans to attend the May 27 
hearing. 

Stewart will not be there, but he wrote 
Gombos that the TRA was “opposed to 
the licensing of Morris Wexler for reasons 
previously furnished you in detail in re- 
port No. 44 of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau dated May 5, 1952.” 

Wexler raced a stable for a number of 
years, including the stakes winner British 
Buddy. In 1951 witnesses appearing before 
the Senate Crime Investigating Committee 
identified him as the operator of a large 
wire service. 


River Downs Stakes 


Six stakes with an added value of 
$29,000 have been announced for the 44- 
day meeting at River Downs race track 
near Cincinnati. Last year the track offered 
5 stakes worth $27,500.

FLORIDA 
No Dates for Tropical 


The Florida State Racing Commission 
last week awarded dates to Hialeah and 
Gulfstream Parks and withheld action on 
Tropical Park. 

Hialeah was given 40 days from January 
17 to March 4, and Gulfstream was award- 
ed 40 from March 5 to April 19. Tropical’s 
dates usually are 40 days from December 
1 to the Hialeah opening. 

Tropical’s license was revoked earlier 
this year after president Saul Silberman 
was accused by the racing commission of 
negligence in the operation of the track, 
At the same time Tropical’s membership 
in the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
was revoked. 

The racing commission said that if the 
State Supreme Court, to which Silberman 
has appealed, should overthrow the com- 
mission’s decision it would allocate Trop- 
ical its old dates. 


Darby Dan Farm’s Desert Image had 
a bay filly by Calumet Farm’s Mark- 


Ye-Well on April 12. Desert Image 
has had 6 foals to race and 3 — Dan- 
herst, Duke Fanelli, and Roman Mi- 
rage — have placed in Stakes. Desert 
Image wiil be bred to Calumet’s Ponder.

Threats From the Continent 


Paris. Prospects for the French classics 
are not yet clear, despite the fact that 3 
important trials at Longchamp have fallen 
to well backed colts. 


The 13¢-mile Prix Noailles of May 5 
was contested by 9 colts, the offspring of 
French-bred parents. The winner, after a 
stout run through the straight, was E. 
Martinez de Hoz’s Weeping Willow (Priolo 
—Cordoba, by Cappiello). Second, beaten 
three-quarters of a length, was Prime- 
sautier (Rigolo—Ines, by Admiral Drake), 
which had gone past the pacemaking Saim 
earlier in the stretch. Primesautier had 
only a short-head advantage over the rapid- 
ly gaining Apostol (Prince Bio—Apostille, 
by Astrophel). 


Weeping Willow had won 2 of his 3 
races at 2 and had been fourth in the 
Prix Greffulhe this year. His sire, Priolo, 
a son of *Hierocles, established a record 
for 2,000 meters at Longchamp in 1948. 

The Prix Hocquart on May 12, over the 
Prix du Jockey Club distance of 1144 
miles, was open to 3-year-olds by French 
stallions. The Prix Juigne winner Le 
Tricolore faded at the last turn, and Baron 
Guy de Rothschild’s Argel (Alizier— 
Argyrophedrine, by Bubbles) won by 114 
lengths from Achaz (Adrar—Quick Trick, 
by Atout Maitre). Five lengths back in 
third place was the Prix Greffulhe second 
Chippendale (Fast Fox—La Chipotte, by 
Porphyros). Philius’ half-brother Ambar 
was among the unplaced. 


G. Delloye’s Altipan (Pan—Guardienne, 
by Hern the Hunter), which had shown 
an aptitude for distance in winning last 
year’s Prix de Conde, gained a convincing 
victory in the Prix de l’Esperance, over the 
Grand Prix de Paris distance of 17% miles. 


Dominance in Italy 


In Italy the results are running, as 
usual, in favor of the Razza Dormello- 
Olgiata, which again has taken the Oaks 
and the Derby. The Oaks, 13g miles, run 
at Milan April 28, was easy for Angela 
Rucellai (Rockefella—Aristareta, by Nic- 
colo Dell’Area), best of her sex at 2 and 
winner this year of the Premio Elena, 
One Thousand Guineas equivalent. Her 
dam is out of Acquaforte, whose son An- 
tonio Canale was the best Italian 3-year- 
old of 1949, 


The 114-mile Derby Italiano, run at 
Rome on May 9, was a no-contest affair. 
The winner, 5 lengths ahead at the finish, 
was Braque, by Antonio Canale out of the 
Niccolo Dell’Arca mare Buonamica, al- 
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ready distinguished as the dam of Botticelli 
and Barbara Sirani. Second was the Trien- 
nale and Emanuele Filiberto winner Chitet 
(Aristeo—Chiloe, by Orsenigo). It was 
Braque’s first important victory, though he 
had gone unbeaten in one race at 2 and in 
4 previous starts this year. 


The possibility that Braque may emu- 
late his stablemate Tissot is overshadowed 
by the further possibility that Tissot may 
go on in the footsteps of Ribot, which 
carried the Dormello-Olgiata colors to 
victory in the most important international 
races in England and France last year. 
Tissot (Tenerani—Tiepoletta, by Niccolo 
Dell’Arca), the leading 3-year-old of 1956, 
is unbeaten in 4 starts this year. His most 
recent score was a 6-length victory in the 
214-mile Coppa d’Oro di Milano on May 
12. The good French stayer Bewitched 
(Sayani—Consolation, by Foxhunter) was 
second. 


Other Tests for Stayers 


The French Gold Cup equivalent, the 
21%-mile Prix du Cadran, was run at Long- 
champ the same day, and fell to R. B. 
Strassburger’s St. Leger winner Cambrem- 
er (Chamossaire—Tomorrow, by *Eas- 
ton), which repelled a late attack from 
the 4-year-old Brasidas (Canot—Mirela. 
by Nuageux) to win by half a length. 
Third, a length farther back, was the out- 
sider which had made the pace, Flying 
Flag (Sunny Boy—Finlandia, by Xand- 
over). Among the unplaced were Vattel. 
Arabian, Macip, Polar, and Borghetto. 
Thus Cambremer and Tissot may be the 
favorites for the Ascot Gold Cup, unless 
Tissot is reserved for the King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 


England has not yet developed an out- 
standing contender for its own big weight- 
for-age races. In the 15¢-mile Chester 
Vase at Chester May 7 a short-head victory 
went to the 3-year-old King Babar (*My 
Babu—Merayah, by Jock), which was re- 
ceiving 32 pounds from the second, the 4- 
year-old Donald (Honeyway—Donah, by 
Donatello II). The 2;3;-mile Chester Cup 
the next day went to the 6-year-old Curry 
(Sayajirao—Calorie, by Deiri), which re- 
ceived 12 pounds from Atlas (Djebel— 
Young Entry, by Foxhunter), second. 


The 4-year-old Talgo (Krakatao—Miss 
France, by Jock), which had figured 
among the best English prospects for the 
big races to come, has been beaten twice 
this year. In the 144-mile Coronation 
Stakes at Sandown Park he was second, 
3 lengths behind the 1956 Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Gilles de Retz (*Royal 
Charger—Ma Soeur Anne, by Majano). 
In the 114-mile Victor Wild Stakes at 
Kempton Park he was third to Horn-

Star by Skytracer 


Caracas. The Clasico Hipodromo Na. 
cional, first race of the Venezuelan triple 
crown series, was run at El Paraiso on 
May 5 and resulted in a 4-length victory 
for un nuevo astro. The “new star” which 
led all the way under the direction of 
Raul Bustamente, was the third-choice 
Inca, winner of 3 previous races and 
placed second and third in 2 other starts, 
Guaranera was second, Hyparco third, Fl 
Corroncho and Dakar unplaced. The win- 
ner ran the 1,600 meters in 1:4134, estab- 
lishing a new record for the course. 

Inca is a chestnut colt by Skytracer 
(Flares—*Borgia I) out of Defiantly, by 
*Challenger IL out of Friar’s Love, by 
Friar Rock. His dam, bred by Mrs. C. 
Oliver Iselin and retired after 4 unsuccess- 
ful races, was carrying Inca when Howard 
Underwood, of Lexington, Ky., sold her 
to Nicolas de las Casas, at whose Haras 
Cocotio in Venezuela the foal was 
dropped. The breeder sold Inca private- 
ly, for 40,000 Bolivares, to Dr. Fuad 
Lechin, owner of the Diana Stud stable, 
under whose colors the colt had won 
17,000 Bolivares before his classic victory, 


AUSTRALIA 


Heart Failure 
SYDNEY. Many Australian breeders 


have been viewing with open hostility the 
cardiogram research of Sydney University 
scientist J. D. Steel. Steel has devised a 
method of using cardiograms (The Blood: 
Horse of April 20, page 966) to indicate 
how a horse’s heart would endure the strain 
of racing. The breeders fear the pos- 
sibility of his ratings becoming public, 
thus reducing the value of their yearlings. 
Although Steel has taken the cardio- 
grams of approximately 2,000 horses, ad- 
ditional readings of sires, mares, and foals 
are needed before any definite conclusions 
are drawn. He said: “This is not a 5-min- 
ute job. It would take at least 5 years and 
probably 7 before I could make any in- 
telligent suggestions to breeders.” 


Following protests from buyers who 
were forbidden cardiograms of _ sales 
yearlings at the current Sydney auctions, 2 
leading Australian studs offered the use 
of their horses to further Steel’s research.

After Winning the Epsom Derby 


The first horse to be imported to America 
which was a great race horse and one of the 
most popular young sires in England, was 
*Priam, “the mightiest since Eclipse”’. 
“Priam, foaled in England in 1827, was 
by the Derby winner Emilius, “the best 
horse in England” (grandsire of the dam 
of Lexington), and out of Cressida, by 
Whiskey. The dam of Cressida was Young 
Giantess one of the greatest foundation 
broodmares. Her descendants served as 
continuators of the Matchem line in Eng- 
land, and established in America, the pres- 
ent Fair Play and the Domino lines. Cres- 
sida produced Antar, winner of the 2,000 
Guineas, and then *Priam who won the 
Derby, the Goodwood Cup twice, and many 
other important stakes. *Priam was alluded 
to by the writers of the period in the most 
glowing terms as the “greatest horse ever 
saddled”, and as “the mightiest since 
Eclipse”. Following his brilliant career on 
the turf, he was enjoying equal popularity 
in the stud. In a periodical of the day he 
was credited with having sired more 2- 
year-old winners in England than any other 
sire, including the best colt of his age in 
the Kingdom. 

In 1836 the purchase of “Priam was ar- 
ranged by Dr. A. T. B. Merritt, and the 
purchase price, $15,000, was the then high- 
est ever paid. His reputation preceded 
*Priam to Virginia, and in consequence the 
best mares available were sent to his court. 
The native American mare Maria West 
(dam of the famous Wagner-champion race 
horse and sire) when bred to *Priam pro- 


duced Margaret Wood. Her breeder, Wade 
Hampton II of South Carolina, gave 
Margaret Wood to Henry Clay after she 
was bred to Herald. The foal produced 
from this mating, born at Ashland in 
Kentucky, was the famous broodmare Her- 
aldry — “one of the glories of the Amer- 
ican Stud Book”. *Priam’s daughter Mar- 
garet Wood also produced Star Davis, the 
best son of *Glencoe. Star Davis sired Day 
Star, winner of one of the most sensational 
Kentucky Derbys in which he defeated 
Himyar. A *Priam mare was also the dam 
of the greatest winning son of Boston; this 
good horse, Red Eye, won 33 races, of which 
11 were at 4-mile heats, and 13 at 3-mile 
heats. Two of *Priam’s get sired in Eng- 
land figure in the pedigrees of today. The 
great race mare Crucifix, winner of the 
2,000 Guineas, the 1,000 Guineas, the Oaks, 
etc., is the ancestress of the sire of Salvator, 
and *Monarch, imported by Wade Hamp- 
ton II, appears as a cross in some of our 
best pedigrees of today. *Priam is also 
an ancestor of the dam of Hastings, and 
of the dam of Hindoo, sire of Hanover. 
*Priam first appeared among the leading 
sires in America in 1841 when he was fifth 
on the list. In 1842 he was the leader. 
Dropping to second place in 1843, the fol- 
lowing year he regained his supremacy in 
1844, and maintained his position of lead- 
ership for two more years. Frank Forster 
(Henry William Herbert) in Horse and 
Horsemanship, credits *Priam with having 
sired, in 15 years, winners of 257 races, 
making an aggregate of 887 miles.
